the service, Ww ere incor porated in his Ma- 
jesty’s Jist regimeut, stationed in this 
place.

* Dap inst the course of the week he ex- 
plained the New ‘Testament in his usual

licitous for their im pron ement in know- 
ledge and piety , and particularly for 
these whom he had chosen and was train- 
jug up for the service of the Church ; for 
whose benefit he wrote, curing the ‘lat- 
ter part of his life, an explanation of the 
principal doctrines of Christianity, an 
atuidcement of Bishop Newton’s Expo-

* This strength was visibly ou the de- 
cline during the last vear of his life, and 
he frequently spoke of \is departure, to 
which he locked furward with joy and de- 
light. The c mimencement 0 Mf his we 33, 
which happened on the 7th of Oct. 1797, 
consisted only of a cold and sre 
occasione “«f by a chec! x of pe rspir ation. 
Dr. Kennedy,who was a particular friend 
ol the Rev. Mr. Swartz, gave him an e- 
metic to remove the phlegm Which was 
collected in his chest: but he received 
no bevefit trom it, for after taking the 
emetic, he was afilicted with vomiting 
four or five times every day, soas to be 
almost sulfcated by it. and which lasted 
till the 27th of November following. Tt 






wis very ail Lieting fo see the Sti lle rigs of 


our veueralie father, and every remedy 
rendered f erhoae which was tried by that 
humane and excellent man the late Dr. 
Stuart, who acted for Dr. Kennedy dur- 
ing his absence, and who was very atten- 
tive to Mr. Swartz during his ilfness . My 
aiiliction would have proved i insu) ppert a- 
ble. ifa merciful God had not streneth- 
ened and contorted me throuch the un- 
expected arrival of the Rev. Mr. Jeenicke, 
on the 4th of November, 1797. 

“ Under all his severe sufferings, he 
pever utiered a single expression of im- 
patience——his mind was always calm and 
serene. Once. when he suffered ver ¥ se- 
verely, he said, ¢ If it be the will of the 
Lord to take me to himself his will be 
Sane. May his name be praised !” 

+ Althou: sh bis strength was quite ex- 
hausted, and his body extremely emacia- 
ted through the fi ‘equent vomitings, yet, 
uuder ail this calamity, he desired that 
the school- children and others who usu- 
ally attended the evening prayers,should 
fisse mite | in his parlor, where, after sing- 
jng r.nee ‘xpounded a port! on of the TI ly 
Serip (ures, in a very affecting man: ers 
and covcluded it with his fervent and im- 
portunate pravers. It was always his 
custom to hear the Kavlish school-chil- 
aren read to him a few chapters out of 
the Bible alter evening preyer, and to 
hé&r them sing some of Dr. Watts’s 
liymns. During his illness, he seemed 
particularly pleased with that excellent 
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hymn, which beg 


us with the follow; " 
words :— 


“ Far from my thoughts vain world be gov 

* fet my religious hours alone ; 

“ Fain would mine eves my “avior see, 

“T wait a visit, Lord, from thee !” 

He called it his beloved song, and desir. 
ed the children to sing it frequently jo 
hin. 

** He earnestly extiorted and intreated 
the Heathens, who visited him in his jj). 
ness, to forsake their idolatry. and ty 
consider betimesthe things w hich belong. 
ed to their peace. When one of them be. 
gan relating that wonderful things oc. 
curred in the town, our venerable father 
answered, ¢ The most wonderful thing is, 
that after hearing so often the doctrines 
of Christianity, and being convinced of 
the truth of it, you are no twithstanding 
backward to embrace and obey it! In 
conversing with another Heathen of con- 
sequence, he expressed his great reyret 
at leaving him in his idolatry, when he 
was entering into ete are : and added 
tle following words: * L have often ex- 
horted and “warned you, but vou have 
hitherto d lisregarded al it: you esteem and 
honor the creature more than the Crea- 
tor.’ 

« On the 235d of November, he was vis- 
ited by Serfogee, the pre sent Raj: ah. then 
presumptive heir of the kingdom of Tan- 
jore, and to whom the Rev. Mr. Swartz 
was appointed guardian by the late Tu ja 
Maha Rajah. On being informed that 
Serfogee Rajah wished to see him, he let 
him know that he should come immedi- 
ately, as he doubted whether he should 
survive till the next day. On his arrival, 
he received him very aflec tionately, and 
then delivered to him his dying charge, 
by which, though pronounced in broken 
language, the Rajah seemed to be deeply 

affected. The tenor of the speech was 
as Seews.. : 

‘ After God has called me hence, | 
riba you will be careful not to indulge 
a fondness for pomp and grandeur. You 
are convinced that my endeavors to serve 
you have been disinterested : what LT now 
request of you is, that you will be kind - 
the Christians :—If they behave ill, | 
them be punished ; but if they do ‘all 
shew vourself to them as their father and 
protector. 

* As the due administration of justice 
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» indispensably necessary for the pros- 
perity aud happiness ot every state, Lre- 
quest you will establish regu!ar courts, 
and be careful that impartial justice be 
alministered. [beartily wish vou would 
renvunce your idolatry. and serve aud 
honor the only true God, May he be 
werciful, and enable you to do it!” 

» Qur venerable father then inquired 
whether he sometimes perused the Bible; 
and concluded with very affeeting ex- 
hortations, to be mindful of the concerns 
of his ummertal soul. 

» ‘The resident, Mr. “facleod.who had 
been on a visit to Prichinapally for some 
weeks, hearing on his arrival the il! state 
of Mr. Swartz’s health. had the kindness 
tusendfor Dr. Street,from Trichinapally. 
Tne Doctor arrived here oun the first of 
December, and after consulting with Dr. 
stuart, he recommended the tincture of 
sree] to be taken with an infusion of 
bark, which, by the blessing of God, put 
astup to the vomiting, with which he had 
beeu alflicted since the b7th of October 

“On the Sd of December, the first 
Sunday in Advent, very early in the 
morning, he sent tor the Rev. Mr. Jw- 
nicke and myself, and desired the Lovad’s 
“upper to be administered to him, which 
was accordingly done by the Rev. Mr. 
Jwnicke. 

» Pefure he received the Lord’s Sup- 
per, he putupa long and affecting pray- 
er. Lo hear this eminent servant of 
Christ, who had faithfully served his Re- 
deemer very near half a century, dis- 
claiming all merit of his own, humbling 
himself before the footstool of the divine 
Majesty, as the chief of sinners, and 
grounding all his hopes of merey and sal- 
vation on the unmerited grace of God, 
and the meritorious sacrifice of his beloev- 
ed Savior, was a great lesson of humility 
to us. 

“Our joy was great on his recovery, 
but alas it was soon changed into sorrow, 
when we observed that the severe attacks 
of his illness had in a great derree alfect- 
ed the powers of his mind, anc. which he 
did not perlectly get the better of till his 
last illness, a few days before his depar- 
ture out of life, notwithstanding all the 
remedies which were tried. It was how- 
ever surprising to us, that though his 
thoughts seemed to be incoherent when 
ke spoke of worldly subjects, yet they 
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were quite connected when he prayed or 
ciscoursed about divinethings. —~ 

* Alter fis recevery he frequently 
wished, accordit eto his old custom, that

we complied in order to 
him, though we were concerued to 

hat these exertions were tuv 
iiuch for tits feeble frame. 

“The happy talent which he possessed 
of making almost every conversation in- 
structive and edifying, dil not forsake 
him even uuder his weak and depressed 
afate. One morning when his friend Dr. 
Kennedy visited him (after his return) 
tie conversation turning upon Dr. Young's 
Night Phouchts, which was one of Mr. 
Swartz’s favorite books, he observed to 
the Doctor, that those wetehty truths 
contained iv it, were not intended that 
we should abandon society, renounce our 
business. and retire into a corner, but to 
convinces off eemptine sol the honor s, 
the riches, and pleasures of this world, 
and to engave us to fix our hearts there, 
w! ere trhe treasirves are to be found.— 
Hie then spoke with peculiar warmth on 
the folly of minding the things of this 
world as our chief good, and the wisdom 
and happiness of thinking of our eternal 
concerns, 

* It was hishly pleasing to hear the 
part which he took in his conversation 
vith the Rev. Mr. Pohle, who visited him 
alittle after his recoy ery, and which [rP- 
nerally turned on the many benefits and 
consolutions purchased ‘to believers 
through Christ. He was transported with 
joy when he spoke on those subjects, and 
i hope L may with truth callita foretaste 
of that joy which he is now experiencing 
in the presence of his Redeemer, and in 
the society of the blessed. 

« On the 2d of February last year, our 
venerable father had the satistaction of 
sceing the Rev. Mr. Gericke, Mr. Hoitz- 
berg, and his family. Litde did we 
think that the perfor mance of the last of- 
fices for him would prove a part of the 
duty of our worthy senior, tue Rev. Mr. 
Gericke + and [ bless and praise God lor 
leading his faithful servant to us, at that 
very time. when we were most in need of 
his assistance and comfort. 

« On the second or third day after the 
Rey. Mr. Gericke’s arrival, Mr, Swar 
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eomplained of a little pain in his right 
foot, occasioned by an inflammation ; to 
remove which repeated fomentations 
were applied ; but a few days after we 
observed, to our sible grief, the 
ap proach of a mortification. Dr. Kenne- 
dy tried every reme dy to remove it, and 


inexpre 


would perhaps have effected the cure, if 


his tramne had be ‘en able to support what 
he suffered. He was an exainple of pa- 
tience under all these calamities. Pe 
did not speak, during the whole of his; li - 
ness, one single word of impatience. 

“Phe last week of his life he was 
obliged to lie on his cot the greatest part 
of the day, and as he was of a robust con- 
stitution, it required ereat labor and ex- 
ertion to remove him toa chair. when he 
would situp. ‘Those exertions contribu 
ted to weaken him more and more. 

* During his last illness the Rev. Mr. 
Gericke visited him frequently, and spent 
much of his time with him i conversing 
on the prec ious promises of God thro ugh 
Christ, in singing awakening hymns, and 
in offering his fervent prayers to God to 

comfort and strenethen his aged servant 
under liis severe sufferings, to continue 
and increase his divine blessing upon his 
labors for the propagation of the Gospel, 
and to bless all the pions endeavors of 
the Society, and all those Sop ane tlh es- 
tablished ia this countr y for the enlurs 
ment of the kingdom of Christ. 

* He rehearsed with peculiar emphasis 
(whilst we were singing) particular parts 
ofthe hymns expressing the believer's 
assurance of faith, and of the great love 
ot Godin Christ. His fervor was visi- 
ble to every one present, whilst Mr. Ge- 
ricke was praying; aud by his loud Amen 
he shewed his ardent desire for the ac- 
complisrment of our united petitions, 

‘A few davs before he entered into 
the j jov of his Lord, the Rev. Mr.Gericke 
asked hi: m whether he had any thing to 
say to the Brethren. His answer was, 
~ Pell them that itis my request, that 
they should make the faithful discharge 
of their office their chief care aud cun- 
cern.” 

A day or two before his departure, 
re he was visited by the doctor, he 
said, * Doctor.in heaven there will be no 
pain.” * Very true,” replied the doctor, 
* but we must ke ep you here as long as 
we cau.” He paused a few moments, 
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and tien addressed the doctor with thes 
words. « O! dear doctor, let us take Care 

‘at we may not be missing there," 
Theee words were delivered with « 
an allectionate tone of voices, that macy, 
deep impression on Uie Goctor, aud y, 
every one pre sent.

and harmony, in the high- 
est desice gratifying, is presented tu his 
view. 

It has appeared to me that in this res- 
pect there is a siviking analogy between 
the book of mature. and that of revelation. 
To a Stayptet ficial gOuserver,. Te “erpptures 
appear love a intieled collectio l of nate 
ratives, prophecies delivered in an ob- 
scure stide, aud dectrines without order 
and regulavity. Yetin them may the dili- 
gentand huoble student discos erasystem 
ol civine truth as muel nie 
and giorious than the system of nature, 
as ural beauty is more admirable than 
thatwhichis merely natural.

bora tor this process, sits down,and care. 
fully examines the whole of the sacred 
writings endeavouring to ascertain the 
facts therein stated. with the same cuol- 
hess and freedom from prejudice, with 
which a student at the university, inves. 
licates the laws of gravitation, or electri. 
citys isit not tikely that his progress in 
divine knowledge will be surer, and in 
the end much creater, than on any other 
plan y And should he meet with diffical. 
fies, and even apparent contradictions, 
let him proceed as he would in phito- 
luvestigations. “To iilustrate 
this remark by a particular instance, a 
man is studying natural philosopny—P\ 
o sufficient induction, what ts called the 
law of eravitation. or the fact that all bo- 
dies tend towards the centre, isestablis

er ig itbedies from the earth, there seems 
to be a contradiction to this fact.
